Turn please in your Bibles to the third chapter of John. We will 


read the first eight verses. 


“There was a man of the Pharisees, named Nicodemus, a 
ruler of the Jews: The same came to Jesus by night, and said 
unto him, Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher come from 
God: for no man can do these miracles that thou doest, ex- 
cept God be with him. Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
he cannot. see the kingdom of God. Nicodemus saith unto 
him, How can a man be born when he is old? Can he enter 
the second time into his mother’s womb, and be born? Jesus 
answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 


kingdom of God. That which 


and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, 
but canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: 
so is every one that is born of the Spirit.”—John 3:1-8.

I 
want you to pray as I give this 
message.

Here we come to Nicodemus. 
“There was a man -of the~Phari~ 
sees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of 
the Jews.” Will you notice the 
wording of it? “A ruler of the 
Jews.” The word “ruler” tells that 
Nicodemus was a member of the 
Sanhedrin or national. council on 
religion, the supreme court in re- 
ligious matters in his day. There- 
fore Nicodemus held a very high

Christ. But though we, or an angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which we have preached unto you, let him 
be accursed. As we said before, so say I now again, If any man preach 
any other gospel unto you than that ye have received, let him be 
accursed, For do I now persuade men, or God? or do I seek to please 
men? for I yet pleased men, I should not be the servant of Christ. 


But I certify you, brethren, that the gospel which was preached of 
me is not after man.

them even more devoutly religious 
than many who call themselves 
Christians. O how we need to dis- 
tinguish in our thinking between 
religion and salvation! There is no 
doubt that there are multiplied 
millions of people in the Churches 
of the world who have never 
known or experienced real salva- 
tion.

Religious But Lost 
Jesus said, “Not everyone that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 
In other words not everyone who 
professes to be a Christian is 
really saved. He even goes so far 
in this statement as to say, 
“Many shall say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophe- 
cied in thy name? And in thy 
name have cast out devils? .and 
in thy name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I profess 
into them, I never. knew you.” 
(Matthew 7:22, 23.) Can you 
imagine anything more - tragic 
than a person going through life 
living a religious life, and doing 


religious works, thinking all the 
time that because of these he is 
saved and finally hearing the Lord 
say, “I never knew you.” Religious 
but lost. 


As an example of what I mean 
by religious but lost, I cite the 
Jews. Paul said of them, “My 
heart’s desire and prayer to God 
for Israel is that they might be 


_ saved. For I bear them record that 


they have a zeal of God, but not 
according to knowledge. For they 
being ignorant of God’s righteous- 
ness, and going about to establish 
their own righteousness have not 
submitted themselves unto the 
righteousness of God.” You see 
from this that a “zeal of God” and 
an earnest effort to live right 
(“establish their Own righteous- 
ness”) are not salvation. 

Another example in the Bible is 
Cornelius. God says of him that he 
was “a devout (deeply religious) 
man, and one that feared God with 
all his house, which gave much 
alms to the people, and prayed to 
God alway.” (Acts 10:2). It was 
further stated of him by his ser- 
vants that he was “a just man, 
and one that feareth God; and of 
good report among all the nation 
of the Jews.” (Acts 10:22) Let us 
analyze these statements from the 
word of God about this man. 


God says he was “a devout man,” 


_ or deeply, sincerely, consistently, 


religious; a man that “feared 
God with all his house”’—not 
only feared God himself but by 
his example and precept taught 
his whole household (children and 
servants) to fear God; A man who 
“prayed to God Alway,” and who 
was liberal with his means toward 
helping the less fortunate;-A man 
who had compassion upon human 
suffering and “gave much alms to 
the people.” His servants said he 
was “a just man” or a man who 
was fair in all his dealings with 
his fellowman and treated every- 
body right, I know multitudes of 
people are depending on these 


very things for salvation—Not’ 


only that but they imiagine they 
are wonderful Christians because 
of them. But was Cornelius a 
saved man? Let the Word of God 
settle it. While Cornelius was 
praying one day an angel ap- 
peared unto him and said, “Send 
men to Joppa, and call for Simon 
whose surname is Peter; who will 
tell thee words whereby thou and 
all thy house shall be sav 
(Acts 11:13,14.)

I once asked a woman about 
her soul's salvation and her reply 
was, “I’m not a member of the 
same church as you, but I think 
if you are are a member of any 
church and live up to it you will 
get to heaven.” 

I said, “Lady, I may shock you 
when I say it, but you can be a 
member of any church and live up 
to the required standards of all 
of them and die and go to hell. 
You could easily be the best, most 
faithful and most consistent mem- 


ber any church has and still be 
unsaved. 


What Is This Old Time 
Religion? 


1. It is a revealed plan of sal- 
vation. 

Paul says, “I certify you 
brethren that the gospel which 
was preached of me is not after 
man. For I neither received it of 
man, neither was I taught it, but 
by the revelation of Jesus Christ.” 


This is .very evident from the 
very content of the gospel and 
is especially clear when compared 
with any or all of the ethnic re- 
ligions of the world. These are 
the highest product of the mind 
of the natural man. When you 
have read all their sacred writings 
you feel like saying with Paul, 
“Where is the wise? Where is 
the scribe? Where is the dis- 
‘puter of this world? hath not God 
made foolish the wisdom of this 
world?” No human mind has 
ever yet. conceived of anything 
that even begins to compare with 
God’s plan of salvation through 
the atonement of Christ on the 
Cross. Truly “the preaching of 


‘the cross.is to them that perish 


foolishness: but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God.” 


We hear and read a great deal 
of nonsense today about the need 
of a new gospel for a new age: 
about the world having outgrown 
the old-fashioned ideas of religion. 
The. Holy Spirit knew that the 
time would come when men would 
“turn away their ears from the 
truth and be turned unto fables”, 
so He had Paul to write, “But 
though we or an angel from 
Heaven preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed. As we said before, so 
say I now again, If any man 
preach any other gospel unto you 
than that ye have received, let 
him be accursed.” (Galations 
1:8,9). No, my friends, we don’t 
need a new message for a new 
age. We need a new generation 
of preachers who will stand up 
and preach the old time gospel; 
tell men, in spite of the Philoso- 
phies of men, modern psychology 
and the babblings of. modernistic 
preachers, that the Word of God 
says they are sinners, doomed and 
damned for hell; without God and 
without hope in the world; and 
call them to repentance and faith 
in the shed blood of Jesus Christ 
as Gold’s only and all-sufficient 
remedy for sin. As long as there 
is sin in the world men need to 
hear the “Old Old Story.” 


2. Thie Old Time Religion is 


,| salvation by grace. 


“T marvel”, said Paul, “that ye 
are so soon removed from him 
that called you into the grace of 
Christ unto another gospel; which 
is not another: but there be some 
that trouble you and would. per- 
vert the gospel of Christ.” Paul 
here clearly indicates that any 
deviation whatsoever from a plan 


from |OL salvation by pure grace is a 


perversion of ‘the gospel of Christ, 
and his calling for a curse upon 
even an angel from Heaven who 
j}would dare to pervert this gospel 
most certainly means that a_per- 
verted gospel has no power in it 
to save, 

The natural pride of the human 
heart has always caused man to 


want to be his own saviour, or at 
least to do something to help save 
himself. The natural man has al- 


| ways hated a gospel of salvation 


by pure grace. This was first evi- 
denced in “the way of Cain”, and 
is continued to this day in man’s 
additions to the way of grace in 
the form of work’s and human 
merit, ordinances, rituals, church 
membership, ete. Even multitudes 
who claim to preach salvation by 
grace add good works as a con- 
dition of “Keeping saved.” Yet, 
the Scriptures say, “By grace are 
ye saved through faith: and that 
not of yourselves: it is the gift 
of God: not of works, lest any 
man should boast.” (Ephesians 
2:8,9) But man is so loathe to 


jconfess himself a helpless lost 


sinner, ruined and undone, and to 
come as a begger to a throne of 
grace that he will go to any ex- 
tent. to add something to God’s 
way of grace that will cater to 
and pacify the flesh. 


BUT WHAT IS GRACE?— 
Someone has said, “Grace is un- 
merited favor’. It is that and 
more. It is the favor of God ex- 
tended where there is no merit— 
in the complete absence of merit. 
Grace is the only possible way 
salvation could be made available 
to all mankind. It means that 
there is no condition attached to 
salvation that cannot be met by 
any man, anywhere. 

In the fourth chapter Paul is 
arguing salvation by grace. He 
uses Abraham’s salvation as an 
example and states that “Abra- 
ham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteous- 
ness.” He climaxes his argument 
by saying, “Therefore it is of 
faith, that it might be by grace; 
to the end that the promise might 
be sure to all the seed.’”’ (Romans 
4:16). That most assuredly means 
that no man will ever find him- 
self in a position or possible cir- 
cumstance in which he could not 
be saved if he wanted to. 


Imagine a man on a submarine 
ten thousand miles from land. 


The submarine is torpedoed and]: ° 


goes to the bottom never to rise 
again. This man finds that he 
is the only one left alive of the 
crew. He is lost and knows it. 
He wants to be saved. There is 
a Bible on the table. He picks 
it up and turns to the third chap- 
ter of John. Can that man be 
saved? If not then the promise 
is not sure to all the seed. But, 
thank God, he can be saved just 
as the thief on the cross was 
saved. That is grace. There is 
but one thing in all the universe 
that can keep you from being 
saved, my lost friend, and that 
is your own will. Jesus said, “Ye 
will not come to me that ye might 
have life.” 

My life, my character, my 
morality and my works have ab- 
solutely nothing to do with my 
salvation. But I want to tell you, 
if I really have salvation, it is 
going to have everything to do 
with the kind of life I live. It is 
the other way around. My char- 
acter, my morality, my works do 
not produce salvation. But genu- 
ine, Holy spirit-wrought regenera- 
tion in the human heart produces 
a new creature in Christ Jesus, 
gives us a new nature, gives us 
new longings, new hopes, new as- 
pirations, new loves. “If any man 
be in Christ Jesus,” says the 
Scripture, “he is a new creature 
(or a new creation). Old things 
are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.” (Ii 
Corinthians 5:17). 


Sam Jones used to say, “You 
can raise a pig in the parlor, and 
something will change, but it 
won’t be the pig.” I don’t care 
what you do with him, perfume 
him, curl his hair, marcelle it, 
tie a pink ribbon around his neck 
and feed him from your table, but 
you will never do that heg any 
good unless you change his nature. 
And that is what God proposes 
to do in salvation—Change man’s 
heart. If a person is in the church 


| 


unsaved, that person will always 
love the. world because those that 
are of the world love their own. 
Jesus said, “You are not of the 
world and therefore the world 
hates you.” You can do all you 
please to the unregenerated hu- 
man heart: you can educate it, 
cultivate it, refine it, teach it re- 
ligion, bring it into the church; 
but until it is regenerated nothing 
will do it. any good. The fact 
forever remains, “That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh.” 

The mistake that people make 
is in the conception that in sal- 


vation, God is dealing primarily 
with man’s sins, with what man 
has done, whereas God goes deep- 
er than that and gets to the tap- 
root of the thing. God; in salva- 
tion, is dealing primarily with 
what man is and proposes to 
change what he does by first 
changing what he is. Hence the 
words of Jesus to the Pharisees. 
“Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hyprocrites! for ye make 
clean the outside of the cup and 
of the platter, but within they are 
full of extortion and excess. Thou 
blind Pharisee, cleanse first that 
which is within the cup and plat- 
ter, that the outside of them may 
be clean also.” (Matt. 23:25,26). 


No man can ever merit salva- 
tion. Everyone of us has sinned, 
willfully sinned, turned our backs 
on God, gone away from God, re- 
belled against God, hardened our 
hearts against God knowingly and 
willfully, and everyone deserves 
to go to Hell. We have nothing 
to commend us to God. We talk 
about human character and hu- 
man morals. Suppose we had 
the character and morals of the 
best and finest there is on earth, 
would that commend us to God? 
The Scriptures say, “We are all 
as an unclean thing, and all our 
righteousness are as filthy rags. 
(Isaiah 64:5). 


Just take a look into your life. 
There is plenty of sin and slime 
and filth in the very best of us, 
. sin in thought, sin in mo- 
tive, sin in word, sin in deed, sin 
in impulses. Oh, what a_ foul 
brood there is in every human 
heart! Then look at the perfect 
holiness of God, and see what you 
look like in God's presence, and 
you will realize that you need 
something you cannot do for your- 
self. God is so holy that “even 
the stars are not pure in his 
sight.” The Scriptures tell us that 
He is too holy to look on sin. God 
is so holy that when a man like 
Moses asked that he might see 
God’s face, God said, “No man 
has ever seen God and lived.” The 
best that God could do to answer 
Moses’ request was to hide him 
in the cleft of the rock and cover 
him with his hand and pass by 
and let him see the after glow 


of His glory. Moses was one of 


the holiest men who ever walked 
this earth, one of the holiest serv- 
ants of God that ever lived. Yet 
God had to say to Moses, “If you 
looked on my. face, you would 
perish, Why? Because sinful 
flesh still is the tabernacle of the 
redeemer soul, and sin and holi- 
ness cannot come face to face lest 
sin be destroyed. That,\is the 
reason Jesus said, “Except a man 
be born again he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.” Not the lan- 
guage. He did not say, “He will 
not;” He said, “He cannot.” If 
there were some way you could 
put an unregenerated person into 
heaven, the minute he came into 
the presence of God’s holiness he 


Millions of people go through 
life hoping to be saved, trying to 
be saved, hanging onto something, 
not knowing whether they are 
saved or not. You can be saved 
and know it; for this Bible salva- 
tion, this old-time religion is 
heart-felt religion. Listen to the 
Word of God! I John 5:10: “He 
that believeth on the Son of God 


done,” 


{Paul said, 


hath the witness in himself.” 
Listen again: Galations 4:6: “and 
because ye are sons, Goth hath 
sent forth the Spirit of his Son 
into your hearts, din Abba, 
Father.” 

Romans 8:15, 16: “For ye have 
not received the spirit of bondage 
again to fear; but ye have received 
the Spirit of adoption, whereby 
we cry; Abba, Father. And the 
Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirits that we are the chil- 
dren of God.” 

When you are saved you not 
only have the witness of the Spirit, 
but salvation itself is a definite 
experience. Being born .again is 
a very definite ex,2rience. Job 
could say in the midst of the 
wreck of everything he had, “I 
know that my Redeemer liveth.” 
How did he know? “By a personal 
experience.” 


Paul could say, “I know Whom 
I have believed.” How do you 
know, Paul? ‘T have had a per- 
sonal experience.’ Do you know 
you are saved? 


This Old Time Religion 
Centers In A Person— 


Salvation is in a Person—not, in 
works, not in character or moral- 
ity, not in a church or church 
membership, not in the externals 
of religion, but in a Person,—and 
that Person is Jesus Christ..Paul 
said, “I know whom...” Get it, 
the word is not “what.” Salvation 
is not in a “what.” “I know whom 
I have believed, (trusted) and am 
persuaded (fully convinced) that 
he is able to keep that which I 
have committed (entrusted) unto 
him against that day.” Notice he 
did not say, “I know what I have 
or “what kind of life I 
have lived,” but simply, “whom 
I have trusted.” 

I sat by the bedside of a man 
in a hospital one day, trying to 
lead him to Christ. I explained 
that Paul told his experience of 
salvation in one brief sentence, in 
these few words: ‘I know whom 
I have believed and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto him against 
that day.” I said, “Listen to the 
word “whom”  first—a_ Person, 
“I know whom.$I have 
trusted.” He had trusted Jesus 
Christ, a Person, the Son of God, 
as his personal Saviour, his sin- 
bearer. 
trusted something to Him. He had 
entrusted his soul and its destiny 
for time and eternity, to Him. 
And I said, “That.is his. experi- 
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ence. That is his testimony.” And 
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I said to the unsaved man, “Do 
you see it?” 

“Yes, I see it,” said he. “Paul 
meant that he had put his trust 
in Jesus Christ as his personal 
Saviour, and had handed his soul 
over to Christ.” 


I said, “You are an unsaved 
man, but I have never heard a 
theologian give a better exposition 
of that text of Scripture than you 
_ have given.” 


‘He replied, “You mean I was an 
unsaved man. - But I am not now. 
For the minute that light flashed 
into my soul, I trusted Him, I 
accepted Him, and I turned my- 
self over to Him; and I am not 
an unsaved man any longer. I am 
saved.” 


This Old Time Religion Rests 
Upon Three Great Facts 


1. The first is the atonement 
of Jesus Christ: 

“He hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him.” (II Corinthians 
— pf 


He took my place; He bore my 
sin; He paid the penalty for my 
sin, the wages of which was 
' death. My sin fell upon Him; the 
judgment of God was upon Him. 
“He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we 
like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on 
Him the iniquity of us all.” 
(Isaiah 53:5, 6.) 

The modernist would tell us 
that we are to be saved by imitat- 
ing the beautiful life of Christ. 
But if you tell me that that is my 
only hope of salvation, I will tell 
you that you have not offered me 
any hope of salvation for when I 
look at that marvelous life, I tell 
. you frankly I can’t live like that. 
The man who sentenced Him to 
death and turned: Him over -to be 
crucified testified: “I find no fault 
in Him”; Pilate’s wife came and 
said, “Have thou nothing to, do 
with this just man:” Judas who 
sold Him for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver said, “I have detrayed in- 
nocent blood.” He was such a 
man that he could stand in the 
‘presencé of His bitterest enemies 
and say, “Who convinceth me of 
sin?” Not a sin, not a stain, not 
a fault, not a short-coming! He 
never made a mistake. He never 
said nor did the wrong thing nor 
had the wrong attitude. And you 
tell me that I must imitate that 
life in order to be saved? I will 
tell you, as I look into my poor 
sinful heart, that you have not 
held out to me any hope of sal- 
vation. Instead you have thrust 
me into the very depths of eternal 
despair; For try as much as I 
will—(how I would love to live 
like that)—but try as much as I 
will, I cannot, and there is no 
hope, if that is the way of salva- 
tion.

This is why Paul said, *He must 
reign until He has put all enemies 
under His feet.” Oh, praise God, 
He is a living conquering Christ. 
And the risen Christ is my hope 
of victory along the journey of 
life after I am saved. So many 
preach only half the gospel. The 
first half is that Christ died for 
our sins, that He bore our sins. on 
the cross and’ in that atonement 
made satisfaction for our sins, sat- 
isfying God’s justice and holiness. 
God can now be just, and the 
“justifier of them that believe in 
Jesus.” But that is only half of 
the gospel, The other half is this: 
“He rose again the third day ac- 
cording to the Scriptures.” He 
lives!

He, the 
living Christ, is able to keep 
against that day; that day when 
the angel shall stand with one 
foot on the land and one on the 
sea and declare that “There shall 
be time no longer.” The living 
Christ is able to keep against that

Isn’t it great to be a Christian! 
Isn’t that a glorious salvation! I 
did not do the saving; I just did 
the letting. I just received. Faith 
is an empty hand that is held out 
to receive. That is all. Eternal 
life is a gift that is offered; and 
it is held in a nail-scarred hand. 
“He that hath the Son hath life 
and he that hath not the Son of 
God hath not life.” When a gift is 
offered, all that the receiver can 
do—he does not have to beg for 
it; he does not have to merit it; 


he just holds out the empty hand 
of faith and receives it. That is 
all that stands between any soul 
and salvation—just to receive it.

Relations Between Christian

My Dear Brother: 


I am glad to help answer your 
question about a Christian’s duty 
on race matters, the best I can. 


1. The origin of all races is cer- 
tainly the same. Eve “was the 
mother of all .living.” (Genesis 
3:20). God “hath made of one 
blood all nations of men for to 
dwell on all the face of the 
earth .. .” (Acts 17:26). All the 
people on the earth are descended 
from Noah’s three sons, and you 
may read.of their distribution by 
races in Genesis, Chapter 10. 


2. You ask, “does my white skin 
give me a righteous reason for 
feelir.. superior to my black neigh- 
bor?” Not superior in God’s love 
and offers of mercy. Not superior 
in rights before the law. But defi- 
nitely superior in race heritage. 
Just forget race difference for a 
moment, and you will see what I 
mean. A man with higher edu- 
cation does not as much enjoy 
the fellowship of a man with 
less education. A man of sober, 


exactly the same basis of friend-. 
ship and fellowship with a man 
who does not know or love cul- 
ture, good literature, good music, 


not have as good standards. But 
in every case the educated man 
ought to love the ignorant man 
and be kind to him and see that 
he gets his just rights. The man 
of good family should not be 
snobbish toward the man of poor 
family and poor rearing. A man 
of good mind ought not to mis- 
treat the man of lesser intelli- 
gence, Yet negroes are not neces- 
sarily inferior in character or in 
intelligence. Some negroes are 
superior to some whites. 


Whites and Negroes 


for young people to marry when 
one comes from a home of edu- 
cation and culture and the other 
from a home of ignorance. It is 
a mistake for a young couple to 
marry who have a widely different 
and clashing background, stand- 
ards of living, and moral stand- 
ards and standards of culture. So 
it is always wrong for whites to 
marry Negroes, just as it would 
be wrong for a college girl to 
marry an illiterate boy. Even if 
an individual Negro is highly edu- 
cated, his racial inheritance is 
still that of a Negro. His place in 
society would be determined by 
the attitude toward the whole 
Negro race, partly, and not en- 
tirely by his own success as an 
individual. For exactly the same 
reason, the son of a drunkard may 


my daughter would run a great 
risk to marry the son of a 
drunkard. 


3. You ask, “What should be 
the attitude of the southern white 
Christian towards the Negro?” A 
Negro Christian should be regard- 
ed as a Christian brother and 
given the same brotherly love as 
is given to other Christians. I 
love to have fellowship with 
Christian Negroes. If they are 


have fellowship with them, as 
Christians, than with white Chris- 
tians. If they are poorer Chris- 
tians, then I would rather have 
fellowship with white Christians 
than with the poorer Negro Chris- 
tians. A Negro Christian or a 
white Christian ought to be re- 
ceived on face value, depending on 
how he loves the Lord, how he 
knows and believes the Bible, how 
he gets his prayers answered, how 


powerful is his soul-winning ac- 
tivity, etc.

that the college did me the very 


great honor of conferring upon 
me the Doctor of Letters degree 
(Litt. D.). A year or so ago Dr.

Some 
months ago I was asked to send 
some of my books to Bob Jones 
College for examination by Dr. G.

Training For Leadership 


It is amazing to hear: that out 
of 1200 students, approximately, 
this year in Bob Jones College, 
eighty-six per cent are surrendered 
and dedicated to full-time Chris- 
tian work, and preparing for it!

the leadership education process, 
the entire student body turned out. 


Out of Bob Jones College there 
has been coming for years a stead- 
ily increasing stream of young 
preachers: evangelists, pastors, 
missionaries and other Christian 
workers.

body and faculty. He is a power- 
ful evangelist, a Spirit-filled, Bible- 
taught preacher of the Word of 
God. The tremendous influence of 
his messages upon Bob Jones Col- 
lege was made clear in many ways. 

At two of the devotions periods 
during the four days of commence- 
ment exercises, Dr. Jones allowed 
students to give their testimonies 
of what God had dorie for them.

The Evangelistic Emphasis At 
Bob Janes College 

I was asked: to serve on a sec- 
ondary Co-operating Board of 
Trustees. I cannot always attend 
meetings of the Board of Trustees, 
but am glad to serve on the Co- 
operating Board and represent. the 
college in any way I can. At the 
Board meeting I felt as if I were 
at an old-time revival.

they may have to eat in three 
shifts at each meal. Everything 
goes like clockwork. The biscuits 
have to be hot and they have to 
be served on time. Every student 
comes to the meal on time and 
sits in his place even if he does 
not eat a bite. There is a con- 
stant emphasis on the duty of be- 
ing on time about everything. 
Rules are strictly enforced about 
getting up at a certain time, going 
to bed at a certain time. 

Young people have dates and 
fall in love and get engaged at 
Bob Jones College, of course. They 
seemed as happy as anywhere in 
the world. But whether young 
people have dates in the enormous 
parlors of “Old Main” and other 
buildings or sit together on the 
campus, cChaperons are around, 
and behavior is decent and re- 
strained. Dr. Bob Jones said in 
the annual Board meeting which 
I was allowed to attend, “In 
eighteen years we have never sent 
home one girl in shame and dis- 
grace to her mother. They say 
that Bob Jones College is strict, 
but if we hadn’t been strict we 
wouldn’t have that record.” 

The thing that would: surprise 
many people is that though out- 
siders criticize Bob Jones College 
for its strict discipline and young 
people under the loose supervision 
of modern colleges sometimes say 
that Bob Jones College is like a 
prison, the students at Bob Jones 
College themselves speak of the 
college with a catch in their voice 


and with star-shine in their eyes, 


and make holy vows to be true 
to the ideals of Bob Jones College 
till they die! F 

Mrs. Rice and I went into the 
parlor, the large “date room” at 
the college, to see the famous 
painting by Mr. Sallman of Chi- 
cago, showing Christ walking in 
protecting care with a young 
man and a young woman, 
each with his Bible, both with 
the glory of Heaven on .-their 
faces. As we gazed at this great 
painting which shows that Christ 
is the guide of a Christian young 
man and woman, behind us on a 
settee. a young man and ,young 
woman sat together. They were 
deeply..in love and had plighted 
their troth solemnly some time 
before... Other couples were ail 
about, each couple absorbed in its 
own sweet fellowship, but all of 
them decently with no necking or 
petting, nothing that was out of 
piace in this Christian school. And 
Mrs. Rice heard the young woman 
praying audibly, thanking God for 
the love He had given them, ask- 
ing for grace to be true to God 
and ea@ch other during the long 
separation of the summertime. I 
felt like thanking God that young 
love could blossom in a Christian 
atmosphere without the tawdry 
license and necking and looseness 
so customary among’ worldly 
young people. Thank God for the 
strict supervision, .the chaperon- 
age, the discipline there. And I 
am told that Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., 
Dean Edwards and others in 
responsible positions are as thor- 
ough and consecrated to this holy 
ideal of righteousness and morals 
and character and discipline and 
safeguards as Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., 
is. I would certainly feel safe to 
have a girl of mine at Bob Jones 
College, and other mothers and 
fathers have a right to feel the 
same about their girls and boys. 
Dramatics At Bob Jones College 

I have heard some criticism of 


‘\, Bob Jones College because, in its 
‘ training of preachers and Chris- 


tion leaders, it makes use of 
dramatics. Monday night of the 


gommencement program a fine 
ast .of students gave the light 
opeta, “The Barber Of Seville.” 
On Tuesday night a large cast, 
led by Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., in the 
title role, gave the Shakespearean 
play, “Richard IIL.” I was sur- 


prised to find that the scenery is 


all made in the scene shop, that 
the costumes are also made there 
under the of Miss 
Hazel Chalk, and that both scenes | 


and costumes would grace any 
stage in the world. 

I have strong convictions that 
no Christian ought to attend com- 
mercial moving picture shows. 
They are prepared by corrupt peo- 
ple, unprincipled people; the actors 
are usually immoral; the principal 
themes are sex, a lewd kind of 


love and crime. For similar rea- 
sons I am against the vaudeville 
theater and the so-called legiti- 
mate stage. How, then, should I 
feel about the use of Shakespeare's 
pldys and other drama at Bob 
Jones College? All that went 
through my mind, of course, and 
I very carefully weighed what I 
saw and its place in the training 
of Christian leadership. 


The light opera, “The Barber of 
Seville,” was fun, of course. But 
it was clean fun. There were no 
suggestive lines, no indelicate sit- 
uations, no unchaste acting. There 
was no kissing, nothing suggestive 
or questionable. One or two short 
love scenes, beautifully acted, with 
a quiet, Christian restraint, showed 
devotion only by a hand on the 
arm, a shy glance, a tone of the 
voice. But it was not amusement 
only, nor even primarily so. The 
words, in light opera as in grand 
opera, were all sung. And here 
was fine music on which the young 
people practiced and practiced and 
practiced. They also gained a 
freedom on the stage before oth- 
ers, developed their personalities, 
got the feel of being before a 
crowd and being masters of the 
situation. So it cultivated the 
fine arts while it gave young peo- 
ple poise and practice in leader- 
ship, in platform work, specially 
in music and speech. 


On Tuesday night Dr. Bob 
Jones, Jr., was magnificent, as 
King Richard, in “King Richard 
Iil.” The other characters were 
students, and beautifully trained 
they were. Their voices were 
clear. The words came easily. 
They acted their parts with under- 
standing and sympathy. Again 
there was not a kiss or anything 
else that would be questionable 
among young Christians, nothing 
more. than a knightly kissing of 
the ladies’ finger tips in courtly 
seventeenth century style. Yet 
the play would have been well re- 
ceived, I believe, before a New 
York or Boston theater audience, 
so well was it prepared, so beau- 
tiful and fitting the scenery, so 
appropriate and rich the costumes, 
and so full of feeling and power 
the lines as spoken by Dr. Bob 
Jones, Jr., and these college stu- 
dents. | 


The next day I said to Dr. Bob, 
Jr., “I wouldn’t have slept well 
if you hadn’t got your just deserts 
in ‘Richard FI!’ last night.” 

He answered, “But that is one 
thing that always happens in 
Shakespeare’s plays; sin always 
comes to punishment. Shakespeare 
was a true Christian, as you will 
see by his will. In every play he 
taught that sin must be punished 
and wrong does not pay.” 


What did I think about the giv- 
ing of Shakespeare’s play on a 
Christian college platform by stu- 
dents? Well, I studied Shakes- 
peare under a famous teacher, Dr. 
Armstrong, in Baylor University. 
Shakespeare is great literature. 
If it were worth my studying then 
and reading now, I see no reason 
why it is not worth acting also, 
in a Christian environment, by 
Christian actors. Certainly one 
night seeing “Richard III” played 
as it was gave me a better under- 
standing of the times of the Yorks 
and Lancasters and the War of the 
Roses than I would have had 
otherwise, and gave mean appre- 
ciation and joy in Shakespeare. 
that I am glad to have. Any 
student could learn Shakespeare 
better that way than by classroom 
study alone. I think that purely 
as education the play was abund- 
antly worthwhile. 

But there were much greater 
values to those who took part in 
the play. They learned what were 
the customs of the times, what 
kind of clothes people wore, how | 


society was organized, how the 


people of the time lived; how their 
wars were fought. And they got 
the finest practice in the world, 
being drilled and drilled in speak- 
ing clearly so that their words 
could be heard over the big audi- 
torium, every line; in learning to 
put feeling and emotion and mean- 
ing into their voices. They de- 
veloped voices, developed caurage, 
developed personality, developed 
poise and ease before the crowd. 
I have previously said that» the 
man who played the Duke of 
Buckingham, a leading part, had 
just won first place in the preach- 
ing contest the preceding Sunday 
night. If lessons in expression are 
worthwhile, if lessons in speech 
and voice culture or elocution are 
worthwhile, then certainly the giv- 
ing of “Richard III” was emi- 
nently worthwhile for those who 
took part in it. Too long.we have 
tried to train preachers in the 
thinking of their messages but not 
in the delivery. Too often our 
schools turn out timid, self-con- 
scious preachers whose voices can- 
not be heard in a good auditorium 
and who do not speak with author- 
ity and boldness, nor with charm, 
nor pathos, nor conviction. I feel 
that Bob Jones College has pio- 
neered in a -wonderfully useful 
method of training in speech for 
Christian workers. 


The “Academic Standing” of Bob 
Jones College 


Some people say, “Bob Jones 
College is not accredited.” Al- 
though for good reasons, which I 
well understand and approve, Bob 
Jones College is not a member of 
the American Association of Col- 
leges; actually, work done in Bob 
Jones College is of high quality. 
Bob Jones College requires 130 
semester hours for graduation in- 
stead of 120 semester hours, the 
customary hours required. 


The work is recognized by the 
Tennessee State Department of 
Education for the certification of 
teachers. The work is recognized 
by the University of Tennessee 
and students received for graduate 
work or undergraduate work with- 
out examination. Bob Jones Col- 
lege work is accepted by Princeton 
Theological Seminary, by Southern 
Baptist Seminary at Louisville, by 
Northern Baptist Seminary = at 
Chicago, by Eastern Baptist Sem- 
inary at Philadelphia, by South- 
western Baptist Seminary at Fort 
Worth, and by Grace Theological 
Seminary at Winona Lake, Indi- 
ana, for example. Principal schools 
and universities in all parts of the 
country accept work done at Bob 


Jones College without examination. | 


So actually, in a practical sense 
Bob Jones College is ‘‘accredited,” 
although it is not a member of 
the American Association of Col- 
leges, choosing to maintain direct 
control of its own administrative 
problems. : 

It is an easily established fact’ 
that « freshman in Bob Jones 
College gets as good teaching, by 
as well trained teachers, as a 
freshman student would get.in any 
other Christian school and fully 
as good teaching academically as 
he would get in the freshman 
class at thé University of Chicago, 
Northwestern University, Colum- 
bia University, University of Penn- 
sylvania, etc.” Actually, no stu- 
dent need fear that his work will 
not be recognized. 

Bob Jones College Will Stay True 

Nearly all the leading univer- 
sities in America started out as 
Christian colleges, were founded 
by devout men who believed the 
Bible. They have fallen into mod- 
ernism, Will that happen to Bob 
Jones College? I think not. The 
first reason is that there are no 
endowments for Bob Jones Col- 


lege and none are contemplated. 


When a school gets independent 


and does not need to please the 
Christian public whose support it 


solicits, then it may turn to mod- 
ernism. 


Another reason for the security

is in its creed. This creed is re-

position. He was respected, bril- 
liant, highly educated, capable, 
with executive ability, and by all 
the world’s standards a good man, 
a righteous man, an upright man; 
“and he had all that the world 
could offer. He had reached the 
goal of human endeavor in those 
days and human perfection, and 
he had everything at his feet as 
far as position and power and 
prestige and prosperity are con- 
cerned, 

Yet we find Nicodemus coming 
to Jesus by night in verse 2. Why? 
I beliéve that if you will meditate 
upon it for a few moments you 
‘will find that back in his life, while 
he had all of these things as far 
as man is concerned, yet there was 
a void in Nicodemus’ heart. He felt 
a need, and we read, “The same 
came to Jesus by night.” 

I wish I had time to go back to 
Ecclesiastes where we find a man 
who had gathered silver and gold 
and the peculiar treasure of kings 
and of the provinces and yet he 
said when he looked at it all, “All 
is vanity and vexation of spirit.” 
(Eccl. 2:8, 11). A man’s life doés

not consist in the abundance of 
the things which he possesses. 
You may be sitting on top of the 
world with a fine job and intel- 
lectually brilliant and capable and 
with executive ability and all the 
world can afford, but deep down 
in your heart unless you know 
Christ, I could put my finger upon 
the sore spot and say, “You are 
not satisfied.” For ‘there is no 
peace to the wicked, saith the 
Lord. They are like the troubled 


sea. And there is a void in your 
heart. 


‘Nicodemus Came to Jesus 


Thank God, then we read this 
verse, be it to Nicodemus’ ever- 
lasting credit, “He came.” He felt 
the need, and he made a motion 
toward a certain goal, and the 
next word is this, “He came.” 
Where? “To Jesus.” Oh, the sim- 
plicity of it! He didn’t go to any 


earthly group of men or to any. 


earthly organization. Where would 
you go to fill that void in your 
heart and to seek satisfaction? 
Some seek it in amusements. Some 
seek to fill that void by reading 
good literature. Fine. Some seek 
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it by good music. Fine. By travel. 
Fine, but they will not satisfy. 
Only the indwelling Christ can 
ever satisfy the longing of a 
human heart. No human leader 
can save you. No group of men 
can help you. There is a void only 
Christ can fill, and he came to 
Christ. | 


Peter of old said, “To whom 
shall we go? Thou hast the words 
of eternal life.” Nicodemus came 
like the woman with an issue of 
blood who had spent «all her 
money with physicians. One day 
she heard that Jesus was coming, 
and she said, ‘Oh, if I could only 
touch the hem of His garment I 
will be made whole.’ He came like 
the leper by the wayside, unclean, 
an outcast, a beggar, who heard 
that Jesus was coming down the 
road, cried out, “Thou Son of 
David, have mercy on me.” Jesus 
stopped the procession and talked 
to the leper and made him whole. 
He came like the impotent man at 
the pool of Bethesda who had had 
an infirmity for thirty-eight years, 
and who had lain there waiting 
for the moving of the waters, 
when there was no man to put 
him into the waters that he might 
be cured. Thirty-eight long years 
he waited to be satisfied, and one 
day Jesus came down the way and 
said, “Wilt thou be made whole?” 
Oh, listen, friend of mine, it is 
Christ and it is Christ alone that 
can fill that void in your heart. 


He Came “By Night” in 
Timidity And Blindness 


Now notice, he came to Jesus 
by night. I wonder why. I think 
the best explanation is that he 
was ashamed to have it known to 
the fellow members of the San- 
hedrin that he, a respected mem- 
ber of the house of Israel, was 
coming to this Teacher, this man 
who was working these miracles. 
So he came by night. But wait. In 
the light of other references in the 
Gospel of John, it is very signifi- 
cant the fact that he came by 
night. Turn with me to. the 
seventh chapter of the Gospel of 
John, verses 50 and 51: Notice 
how the Holy Spirit distinguishes 
that it is the right Nicodemus. 
“Nicodemus saith unto them, (he 
that came to Jesus by night being 
one of them,) Doth our law judge 
any man, before it hear him, and 
know what he doeth?” What a 
change! Now he stands up and 
rebukes the Sanhedrin! And then 
in the nineteenth chapter of the 
Gospel of John, verse 39, a very 
beautiful touch. Joseph of Arima- 
thea had begged the body of 
Jesus after Christ was crucified, 
and Nicodemus, as it is recorded 
there in the thirty-ninth verse and 
following we find these words: 
“And there came also Nicodemus, 
which at the first came to Jesus 
by night, and brought a mixture 
of myrrh and aloes, about an hun- 
dred pound weight. Then took 
they the body of Jesus, and wound 
it in linen clothes with ‘the spices, 
as the manner of the Jews is to 
bury. Now in the place where he 
was crucified there was a garden; 
and in the garden a new sepulchre, 
wherein was never man yet laid. 
There laid they Jesus. .. .” What 
does it mean? This, that Nico- 
demus was willing now publicly 
to be associated as a disciple of 
the crucified One. He had boldness. 


~ “By night” speaks of darkness. 
Nicodemus needed light even 
though he was brilliant and edu- 


cated. Let me tell you something, 
he was walking in darkness, And 
down over the eyes of every un- 
regenerated man Satan has a 
blind, There is a spiritually blind 
down over their eyes and they 
cannot see spiritual things for 
they are spiritually discerned. 
Only when you come in believing, 
appropriating faith, only when you 


become a new creation, only then 
do you have spiritual discernment. 


Now notice how Nicodemus 
lacked spiritual discernment. That 
is brought out in the fourth verse 
of the third chapter. “How can a 
man be born when he is old? can 
he enter the second time into his 
mother’s womb, and be born?” 
Spiritual discernment comes only 
after a person has been born again 
and Christ takes up His abode by 
and through the Holy Spirit. 


Nicodemus Spiritually Dead 

Listen, Nicodemus was dead, 
spiritually speaking. He needed ‘to 
be made alive, for in the seventh 
verse Christ said unto him, “Mar- 
vel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again.” I think one 
of the sad commentaries on the 
present day religious condition of 
the. visible church in existence 
today is that; that there are a 
number of so-called church mem- 
bers on the rolls of the various 
churches of the country that are 
not born again. It is absolutely 
true. It is the cry and hue of the 
pastors today who are trying to 
do something for God. A mixed 
multitude. I had rather have six 
people in my church who really 
know God than to have 600 of the 
mixed multitude. I had rather have 
six that know how to pray, six 
that know how to do personal 
work, six that know God’s word, 
six who can pray down the fire 
from Heaven. Oh, listen to me, the 
fact that you have your name on 
a church roll is no guarantee you 
will ever step inside the. glories 
of Heaven above. “Ye must be 
born again.” 


The Accessibility Of Christ 


Will you notice this—it is a 
thing I love to dwell upon. Here 
comes Nicodemus by night to 
Christ, the King of kings. It is the 
accessibility of Christ. Oh, the 
modern potentate or king is sur- 
rounded by a great retinue of body 
guards or secretaries or men that 
one must see to have an audience 
with them, And yet, back in the 
days of Christ, the King of kings 
and Lord of lords, who holds the 
worlds in His hands and by whom 
all things consist—listen to me, 
He didn’t turn Nicodemus away.

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(Continued from page three) 
ought to be treated just at face 
value.. Negroes, as a whole, are 


not as well prepared for high-pay- 
ing jobs. Part of the difference 
between Negroes and whites, in 
skills, is lack of training for Ne- 
groes; but we must be honest and 
see that part of the difference is 
in native ability. Negroes ought to 
be treated honestly and kindly, 
just as poorer white people and 
more ignorant white people ought 
to be treated kindly by those who 
have a better opportunity. But 
Negroes should be given oppor- 
tunity to prepare for better pay- 
ing jobs, and have them when 
he can deserve and hold them 
well. Economically there should 


be no race discrimination, no race 
hate. 


Socially, it is better for ~both 
Negroes and whites to run with 
their own kind and intermarry 
with their own kind. The mixing 
of races widely differing is almost 
never -wise. Marriages between 
Americans and Chinese or Japa- 
nese, for example, are very rarely 
successful marriages“ or happy 
marriages. So marriages between 
full-blooded white people and 
definitely Negro people are certain 
to be unhappy. Then if my girl 
would do wrong to marry a Negro 
boy, she would do wrong to keep 
company with a Negro boy. And 
if she would do wrong to keep 
company with a Negro boy, en- 
couraging him to love her and 
seek to marry her, then it would 
not be wise for her to regularly 
mix with Negroes in social life. 
For the same reason, a poor girl, 
however virtuous, would usually 
not be wise to marry a rich boy, 
when they had grown up in differ- 
ent kinds of homes, with different 
attitudes toward money and so- 
ciety and luxuries.

I am specially glad to give away 
good gospel literature to Negro 


preachers and students and to 


help them any way I can. I feel 


Relation Between Christian 
Whites and Negroes 


all of us ought to support Negro 
Bible institutes. 

I think that the “Jim Crow 
laws” in the South, requiring 
Negroes to sit in different cars 
from white people on the trains, 
etc., ought to be relaxed and then 
done away with as soon as is prac- 
ticable. The probler. has been 
greatly complicated by the foolish 
type of northerners who do not 
understand the situation, by some 
Negro periodicals which arouse 
hatred, and by many unkind white 
people who have oppressed and 
abused the Negroes. Kindhearted 
thoughtfulness toward those who 
are in lesser positions, whether 
through poverty, or ignorance, or 
difference in race, is the constant 
duty of every Christian. 

I hope this has been some help 
for. you, and I thank you for your 
kind letter.
